The following extract is from the English Prefacs, page xv., relating to 
the Hebrew version attributed to the Rabbi Joel : “* Nothing certain is known 
of the translator. The version contains two additional chapters, the 16th and 
i7th, the former of which, being the story of the Two Swans and the Duck, was 


found by M De Sacy in one Arabic MS.,; the latter, or the story of the Dove and 
the Fox, he was unable to discover in any Arabic version.” 


But those wLo desire to know the history of this wonderful book must turn | 


to Silvestre de Sacy. He wrote in French a thoroughly exhaustive account of 
the whole subject, and it was published in ‘ Notices et Extraits des Manuscrita 
de la Bibliotheque Imperiale,” Paris, 1813, and it is in Volume IX., pages 337- 


466. The title is ‘Notice d’un MS. Hebreu ce la Bibliothéyna, No. 510, con- | 


tenant un fragment de la version Hebraique da livre Calila et Dimna, ou Fables 
de Bidpai, le Roman intitalé Paraboles de Sendabad (Sandabar), &c.,” and the 
Paper closes with a print of the Hebrew. version of the ninth chapter of 
‘“ Calila’’ extracted from the Hebrew MS8., accompanied by a French translation.

summoned for this day (Friday), “ to consider an address of condolence tu tho 
wife and family of the late General Garfield, President of the United States, and 
to the American Nation, on the occasion of the lamented death of its President.” 


RoumMANIA —It is stated that notes bave lately been exchanged between 
the Austro-Hangarian Chargé d’Affaires and the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
touching the refusal of the Roumanian Authorities to allow certain Jews coming 
from the Bukowina to enter Roumania. The Roumanitan Government has 
replied that no police regulation at the frontier is directed against any nationality 
or religious sect, and that no hindrance is thrown in the way of the free move- 
ment of merchants, workmen, and, in general, of all travellers furnished with 
their necessary papers. The sole restrictious placed upon this perfect liberty 
concern vagrants engaged in no trade, with no visible means of support, who 
present themselves simply as emigrants with tLeir wives and children, crowded 
into wretched carta, covered with rags, and nearly all expelled from the countries 
whence they come. 

Tuk INTERNATIONAL LITERARY CONGRESS.—Several emiment Jews are attend.

the Viennacorrespondent of the Daily Telegraph says, “ the horours of the evening 
were reserved for Professor Lazarus of Berlin

out how scholars of all nations were pupils of the same masters—Iomer, Socrates, 

and Plato; how, although he would not be understood by many of those present 
yet there were two words he could pronounce which would be comprehensible to 
everyone of them, ‘idea and ideal ;’ how, wherever they were thinking men, they 
were governed by the same rules of logic; and finally, how by exchanging, ideas, 
they would a!l return home enriched, not only to their own advantage, but also to 
that of theircountrymen. Upon such material as this Professor Lazarus, who is an

that riots were about to occurin Stolp. It is officially confirmed that these riots 
were instigated by agitators not belonging to the town, who bribed the scum of © 
the populace and plied them with drink, | 


The Isr: Wochenschrift takes the Confederation of German Jewish Con. 
gregations to task for not having as yet combated the anti-Jewish agitation.

Tue year 5641 must be regarded as a momentous one for Judaism in 
general, although it has been comparatively uneventful to English Jews. 
Never since the French Revolution have the Jews been threatened with such 
widespread dangers as those that have lowered over the members of our race 
in Germany and in Russia during the past year, Eastern Europe has gone 


back to the ages of barbarism with respect to the Jews: scenes of violence. 


that can only be paralleled by medieval persecution have cast a blot 
on the fame of both Germany and Russia, and we regret.to add that 
there are but slight hopes that the coming months will see a cessation of 
these scenes. While, however, these deeds have afflicted our German 
and Russian brethren so terribly, they have served to bring out in a most 
marked manner the fraternal feeling of the Jewish race throughout 


the world. With regard to the Russian afflictions, signs of sympathy, — 


and of substantial sympathy, have been displayed by Jews from the 
most remote quarters of the globe. And the general stir of heartfelt 
interest throughout the Jewish world has been so manifest as to bring out 
into full relief the conimunity of interest among all its members. In 
Germany, however much we may deprecate the dastard!y acts of cruelty that 
have been perpetrated, we have to recognise one good at least that has come 
out of the crowd of evils which have assailed German Judaism : an increase 


of Jewish feeling in many who were drifting from the claims. of race and | 


have been recalled to their duty by the sharp lesson of adversity. These 
persecutions have, besides, elicited from some of the foremost and most 
enlightened men of Europe strong words of sympathy for the Jews and of 
contempt for their opponents. To such men the future belongs, and from 
such utterances we can gather strong hopes. ‘Thus, while to a majority 
of the Jews the year 5641 has been a time of trial and suffering, it has

I had occasion to refer in my last to the rancorous hatred expressed by 
the Roumanian Press towards the Jews. I also remarked the strange procedure 
of the Roumanian magistrates in dealing with the nnhappy Jews. Ihave now 
to complete my former statements by some further extracta from the Roumanian. 
Press At the same time I shall allude to some new acts, which would have 


placed in the shade all those already recorded, but for the reassuring words of 
M. Rosetti. | 


Romania Libera of M. Rosetti. in dealing with the theory of “ Protection,’ 
believes that protective duties would be of little avail, as there is very little to be 
protected, Much more important than protection against foreign imports, would 
be protection against inland foreigners, particularly against the Jews. .Against the 
latter protective barriers must be raised, otherwise they would wring everything 
from our hands, * Poland,” that newspaper goes on to say,“ went to ruin on 
account of the Jews. We are onthe same way as Poland, which leads to ruin. 


To ten Ronmanians there is one Jew. The proportion in the commercial 


towns is still more formidable. To one Roumanian tailor, there are ten 
Jewish ones in Wallachia, and even 50 to 70 in Moldavia. All trades and industries 
are in their hands, Should we look on with folded arms while these leeches shut us 
out? We must at Jast admit that it is a real scandal if we consider with what fury 
we fight each other, and with what indifference we let the foreigners grow over our 
heads. If we do noterect iron walls against the Jews—these sly, cowardly and lying’ 
people—they would absorb in a short time the little fortune, that is still left to us, 


and would drive us into the arms of a dire cosmopolitism., We must guard our good - 


manners, sur origin, our blood and our soil against this perfidious canuille, in order 
not to fall a prey to it since Rusgia throttles it and Germany mocks at it, It is the 
height of folly to raise protective duties on the frontiers, if no protection whatever 
is offered us at the same time in the interior of the country... .

“THE EVIL ONE” vy. “SATAN,” 

Under the initials « J. B. D.” the Bishop of Durham contributes to the Guardian 
of the 17tha letter on the substitution of the phrase “The Evil One,” for Satan in 
the revised English version of the New Testament in which he defends the alteration, 
In the course of his observations he says that the evidence of the Steptuagint Version 
of the Old Testament cannot be considered conclusive. The version was made two 
or three centuries before the Gospels were written. This interval was a period of 
constant and rapid development. Theological nomenclature moved forward with the 
movement of the ages. Terms wholly unknown at the beginning of this period were 
in everybody's mouth at the end. A modern parallel may help us to appreciate the 
force of this consideration. Who would attempt to restrict the interpretation of 
philosophical and scientific terms current in the Victorian era by the diction of the 
Elizabethan? The fact inerefore—if fact 1t were—that this designation of Satan 


a presumption that it was still unfamiliar to them in the age of Augustus and 
Tiberius. He states that Satan is mentioned in only three passages iu the Old 
Testament. (Job i, 6—12 ; ii, 2-7! Zech. iii, 1—2 ; I. Chron, xxi, 17)... 

The Bishop continues : My answer applies to the Targums not less than to the 
Septuagint. The older Targums, to which alone his language will apply, are strictly 
interpretations. Where the original writer put Satan, “ the Adversary,’ why thould 
we expect the interpreter to go out of his way and substitute ‘‘ The Evil One!” As 
a matter of fact, the Targums commonly retain the same word “ Satan” as they find 


equivalentin meaning to Satan is substituted. If this reply holds good in the case 
‘of the Targums, itis ¢ fortiori valid as an answer to the argument of Canon Cook 
that ‘the Syriac of the Old Testament ” never uses the expression ‘* The Evil One’ 
for Satan. What reason is there to expect that it would use this term, however 
common the use of it may have been at the time? © | hon na 

But the objection from the absence of this designation in the Talmndical and 
early Rabbinical writings still remains to be dea!t with, What shall we say to this? — 

It is answered by an appeal to these writings themselves. I do not profess to 
be a Rabbinical scholar myself ; but this sweeping assertion seemed to me to court 
inquiry, and I therefore applied to my learned friend; the Rabbi Dr. Schiller- 
Szinessy, of Cambridge, for information on the subject. He has supplied me with 
the following passages.’ I have no reason to think that he has exhausted all the 
examples. He has doubtless given those instances which occurred to him.

“Tt will be seen by the following correspondence with Canovas de Castillo, 
commenced in May, 1880, and continued with his successor, Senor Don P. Sagasta, 
tha; the latter formlaly declared on the 24th August, 1881, that the exercise of all 
creeds, the construction of religious edifices, and the purchase of ground for ceme- 
teries, are altogether free in Spain, and that the contrary rumours circulativg in 
London are insidious suggestions. 


“Tam extremely gratified at the last epithet, as it exactly expresses my feelings 
at not only, the attempted disparagement of my succe-s in some quarters, but to the 
almost complete ignoring of my laborious efforts, attended by vast expense. The 

- Board of Deputies of British Jews seem not to relish some strictures I was com- 
pelled to make in the Jewish Chroncile of the 9th inst.. but, as their defence has 
been only attempted by their Solicitor and Secretary without their official authoriza- 
tion, I will merely express my astonishment that a body s0 celebrated and renowned 
for votes of thanks and condolences did not think what I had done merited some 

acknowledgment. There has, however, been a studied and systematic determination 
to underrate anything (not only by this body, but by one or two others here and at 
Paris in association with it) not done by itself. There is now another policy 
being pursued to deter emigration to Spain and the Holy Land, by predicting 
failure, whilst America is strongly recommended. In my opinion the latter is over- 
done, whilst the two former offer a splendid opening for the talents, energy and 
iudustry of our coreligionists with a smal! capital. lam not fishing either for a 
vote of thanks or a testimonial from the Board of Deputies. The first not having 
come spontaneously I should not now value, whereas if they initiated the second, it 
might be seven years before they handed it over to me, looking at what has taken 
place in the case of our most eminent champion and philanthropist.
